The writer of the article quotes the 
Fuehrer's "export or die" slogan and frankly 
says the whole of the Import and export 
trade, particularly the export, has made the 
greatest efforts to carry out the Fuehrer's 
wishes, and the result is that Kiel, Luebeck, 
Bremen and Hamburg are all gradually head¬ 
ing toward ruin.

By ROBERT D. POTTER 


'THE MOST powerful atom 
smasher ever conceived by 
the mind of man, that would 
dwarf present Bimilar devices 10 
or 15 times and whose huge elec¬ 
tromagnet alone would weigh 
between 4,000,000 and «.000,000 
ponds, is the new project on 
which Prof. Ernest Orlando Law¬ 
rence, newest Nobel Prize winner 
In physics, is now hard at work. 

This device Is an enormous cy¬ 
clotron. that would create atomic 
particles 50 times as' potent as 
those from radium and which 
would permit a frontal attack on 
a colossal scale against the nu¬ 
clei of the atoms. 

The penetration of the secrets 
of the mysterious cosmic rays by 
literally creating them, to some 
degree, In the laboratory, the pos¬ 
sibility of the production of prac¬ 
tical atomic power and the 
transmutation of the elements of 
the kind that ancient alchemists 
dreamed about: all these are 
among the potentialities of the 
enormous cyclotron which Prof. 
Lawrence now seeks to build, 

-The youthf ul- U n i versity o f Eat -\ 
Ifomia professor, only 38 years 
old, was far from his laboratory 
even before the Nobel Prize com¬ 
mittee recently gave public re¬ 
cognition to something which 
scientists everywhere' have long 
realized: that the cyclotron Is one 
Of the most versatile devices ever 
Invented for studying the const! 
tutlon of matter. 


The most powerful beam of 
energy ever created by man, 
the 16,500,000 electron volt 
deuteron beam from the U. 
of C. 200-ton cyclotron. It 
projects nearly six feet into 
the air. 


In tentative plans this giant 
cyclotron to end all cyclotrons 
would be'buried in a hillside near 
the Berkeley campus of the Uni¬ 
versity of California to provide 
better shielding of the surround¬ 
ing neighborhood from Its pier¬ 
cing radiations.

In Variety of Ways; 


In setting aside a plot to be 
planted as a vegetable garden 
next spring...the first consider¬ 
ation is size. A space as small aa 
20 feet square, planted to beans, 
leaf crops and root crops, with 
careful planning can be made to 
yigld a substantial amount of 
food. 

At the other extreme, It Is estl- 
msted that s garden halt an acre 
in size, with reasonable manage¬ 
ment, will satisfy the yearly vege- 
table req uirements for a family 
of five, producing all the rega- 
tablea. needed for summer con- 
surqption, and a winter supply 
for canning. 

A one-man garden in a city or 
suburban location, which covers 
from 500 to 2,000 square Ieet 
(20x25 to 40x50) can easily be 
planted and cultivated in spare 
time, and will produce an abun¬ 
dant yield of vegetables to be 
eaten fresh, and for canning, re¬ 
ducing the Ust that must be pur¬ 
chased to very few.

Flying Boats Rescue Crew of Steamer
